DETROIT

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United 
States, 
Britain 
and 
France 
accused 
the 
Soviet 
Union and Communist East Ger­ 
many of seeking “to perpetuate 
the arbitrary division of Ger­ 
many” through their June 12 
treaty of friendship. 
A joint declaration today of 
the three Western powers re­ 
sponded in detail to the treaty 
concluded between Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev and East Ger­ 
man chief Walter Ulbricht. 
It said that self-determination, 
leading to the reunification of 
Germany, “remains a funda­ 
mental objective” of the West­ 
ern Big Three. 
The declaration made these 
other points: 
1. The treaty “cannot effect 
Soviet obligations or responsibil­ 
ities” on Germany, 
including 
Berlin and access to the city. 
The 
Soviet 
Union 
“ remains 
bound by these engagements” 
and “responsible for the fulfill­ 
ment of its obligations.” 
2. Taking issue with the Com­ 
munist treaty, the joint com­ 
munique 
stressed 
that 
West 
Berlin is not an “independent 
political unit.” Despite unilater­ 
al actions taken by the Soviet 
Union, the four-power adminis­ 
tration of the city remains le­ 
gally valid. Although the West­ 
ern powers 
have 
authorized 
“the establishment of close ties 
between Berlin and the Federal 
Republic of Germany, ties are 
in no way inconsistent with the 
quadripartite status of the city 
and will be maintained in the 
future.” 
3. The declaration reiterated 
that the Federal Republic of 
Germany “is the only German 
government freely and legiti­ 
mately constituted and there­ 
for entitled to speak for the 
German people in international 
affairs.” The declaration pro­ 
tested against speaking of “fron 
tiers” between the two Ger 
manys and said the Western 
Big Three recognize only “de­ 
marcation lines” and “sector 
borders.” 
4. The declaration rejected the 
perennial Communist charges of 
“revanchism” and “militarism” 
against the West German gov­ 
ernment and said these accusa­ 
tions “are without basis.” 
5. The 
declaration 
stressed 
that the principle of self-deter­ 
mination 
must 
apply 
to the 
whode of Germany. “The agree­ 
ment of June 12 seeks to perpet­ 
uate the arbitrary division of 
Germany, which is a continuing 
source of international tension 
and an obstacle to a peaceful 
settlement of European prob­ 
lems,” the declaration said. 
“The exercise of self-deter­ 
mination, which should lead to 
the reunification of Germany in 
peace and freedom, remains a 
fundamental objective of the 
three governments.” 
6. The three Western powers, 
the declaration concluded, are 
convinced that a settlement of 
the German qusetion based on 
self-determination of the 
Ger 
man people “should be sought 
as soon as possible.”

Breek Up Parade

—Gov. Farris Bryant flew to St, 
Augustine today for an inspec­ 
tion of a racial revolt situation 
reaching a new height of vio­ 
lence. 
A screaming mob of hundreds 
of whites attacked civil rights 
marchers Thursday night and 
the integration leader, Dr. Mar­ 
tin Luther King, said only the 
refusal of Negroes to retaliate 
“ saved the city from a bloody 
night of terror.” 
In flying to St. Augustine, 
Bryant bypassed a federal court 
hearing at Jacksonville, inhere 
he had been ordered to appear 
to show cause why he should 
not be held in contempt. 

Judge Bryan Simp­ 
son had issued the order after 
Bryant placed * ban on night 
demonstrations at St. Augus­ 
tine.

through police lines and into tile 
marchers with fists. Some of 
the Negroes were hit; some of 
the whites were clubbed by po­ 
lice and arrested. 
The parade disintegrated and 
never reformed. Remnants of 
the march continued around the 
square with whites attacking 
again and again. Finally, the 
march turned into a rout. The 
Negroes ran toward their sec 
tion 
of 
town, 
pursued 
by 
screaming whites who would hit 
once or twice, and race on. 
The marchers straggled back 
to their starting point with some 
near hysteria. 
King said that some were 
ready to get guns and return to 
the scene of the downtown riot. 
Segregationist

newsmen afterward that count­ 
er-demonstrations 
would 
con­ 
tinue as long as the Negro dem­ 
onstrated.

The Household of God 
THE UNIFYING POWER OF THE GOSPEL 
OF JESUS CHRIST 


Scripture—Acta IO M S S ; Ephesians 9:11-92; 4:1-1$. 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
ONE of the glorious facta of 
Christian doctrine is that in the 
body of Christ there is world­ 
wide fellowship, 
with 
every 
Christian standing on an equal 
plane spiritually. Throughout 
the book of Acts we find inci­ 
dent after incident bearing this 
out. One such incident has been 
incorporated into our lesson to­ 
day. 
Some ten years after the 
Ascension of our Lord, the 
Apostle Peter had a transform­ 
ing experience. Through a vi­ 
sion, God informed him of the 
dawning of an age in which the 
Church would make no distinc­ 
tion between Jew and Gentile, 
counting them as one through 
the Spirit of Christ 
A t the same time, Cornelius, 
a Roman centurion and Gentile, 
was told by an angel to send to 
Joppa for Peter, who would in­ 
struct him in becoming a Chris­ 
tian. 
Cornelius did so and, while 
waiting for Peter’s arrival, in­ 
vited a group of his friends and 
kinsmen to be present when 


God-fearing people of Israel and 
could not partake of the prom­ 
ises to Israel. 
But udten they receive Christ 
they become members of God’s 
family on spiritually equal foot­ 
ing with the Jews, because of 
their acceptance of Christ’s sac­ 
rifice for them. On the Cross, 
Christ atoned for the sins of all 
men, both Jew and Gentile, and 
through Him, the ancient en­ 
mity between them was abol­ 
ished. They were reconciled as 
brothers in the eyes of God; 
gained access to God through 
the same Spirit, and both are 
now fellow-citizens in the house­ 
hold of God. 
In Ephesians 4:1-16, Paul first 
beseeches his Ephesian converts 
to walk worthy of the high call­ 
ing they share in Christ, men­ 
tioning four Christian virtues 
within the realm of humility and 
patience with others, urging 
them most carefully to "keep 
the unity of the Spirit in the 
bond of peace.” 
He reminds them that this 
unity is already established by 
God, for the whole Church is

Peter arrived. It la obvious that 
Cornelius fully expected Peter 
to answer his summons; and 
equally obvious that the small 
congregation he assembled to 
hear Peter were men of a Uke 
mind with Cornelius in the de­ 
sire to become Christians. 
Cornelius reveals the vision 
which impelled his sending for 
Peter, and the apostle’s first 
words sweep away the preju­ 
dice of centuries (w . 34, 35). 
Peter perceives that men like 
Cornelius and his little company 
are, in God’s sight, eligible to 
hear the Gospel and to miter the 
kingdom of God. 
Though, the centurion and his 
friends were not yet actually in 
a state of salvation, they were 
earnest seekers after it. There­ 
fore Peter proceeded to offer 
them the Gospel and the for­ 
giveness of sins in Christ. 
In the opening verses of the 
Ephesians assigned to this les­ 
son, we find Paul describing the 
heart-rending condition of men 
who are outside of Christ He 
then proceeds to emphasize the 
fact, that as unbelievers, these 
men were separated from the 


one body, ruled by (me Spirit 
They have been saved by one 
Lord, by the same aet of faith 
and similarly baptized. They are 
never to forget this "oneness.” 
In spite of these basic factors 
binding them together, God has 
given to the Church men with 
different gifts. The purpose of 
these gifts is assigned by the 
Lord, Himself (v. 12). But as 
members bf the body of the 
faithful, 
e v e r y 
beUever 
is 
charged with the duty of per­ 
sonal service to his fellow-be- 
lievers and to his fellow men, 
and has some part in building 
up the fabric of Christian so­ 
ciety. 
Hie ultimate destiny of the 
faithful in being built up into 
the body of Christ is that they 
may become believers "even 
unto the stature of the fullness 
of Christ,” so they will not be 
swayed by false doctrines or by 
crafty 
deceivers 
within 
the 
Church itself. AU this termi­ 
nates in the reaffirmation of the 
Headship of Christ, relating 
Christians to one another in 
body of which Christ, alone, ie 
the Head.

would have been exposed to 115 
sales pitches a day. 
These statistics were gath­ 
ered by an advertising execu­ 
tive, 
Gordon Webber, for a 
speech and reprinted in the cur­ 
rent issue of the trade mega 
zinc Broadcasting. 
Webber, however, went on to 
note that, in normal usage of 
television, “there are disturb­ 
ing signs to the effect that while 
the housewife is looking at some 
(commercials), 
there 
are an 
awful lot of them she isn’t look­ 
ing at, or having looked at, 
can’t remember.” 
He reported the results of a 
recent survey made of (me pop­ 
ular hour-long program which 
carried eight commercials. It 
found that 21 per cent of a 
sampling of viewers could not 
remember any of the commer­ 
cials; 19 per cent, only one and 
17 percent, two. 
What was most disturbing to 
advertisers was the large num­ 
ber of viewers Indio were not 
able to remember a single sales 
message on the show.
